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THE BATTLE ISN’T WON 


WITH THE NAZIS pressing violently forward 
toward the rich Caucasus oil fields, with Japan 
poised for attack along Russia’s Siberian border 
and protected by footholds on the outlying Aleu- 
tians, and the outcome of the Egyptian struggle 
still in doubt, the course of World War II has en- 
tered upon one of its gravest hours. The urgent, 
and well-nigh universal cries among the United 
Nations for speedy opening of a second front have 
given added emphasis to the gravity of the crisis. 
Those self-same pleas have likewise pointed up the 
fact that this war can still be lost, and with it our 
freedom and democracy. Victors inevitably dictate 
the terms of the peace, and it can easily be imagin- 
ed what sort of peace a victorious Axis would im- 
pose. Democracy has maintained its supremacy 
and leadershp in the world throught the last cen- 
tury and a half because nations or forces essential- 
ly democratic have won fateful, decisive wars, civ- 
il and foreign. The Axis chieftains are utterly ruth- 
less barbarians, but they are not fools. They are 
cunning and calculating. They would never have 
dared challenge Britain, Russia and the United 
States had they not believed the odds favored vic- 
tory for them, defeat for us. Our victory is yet to 
be won. To assume “it’s in the bag” is perilously 
dangerous. Too much effort and sacrifice cannot 
‘be exerted to turn the fateful tides of war in our 
favor. 


SHOPPERS and SHORTAGES 


QUIZICALLY and a little perplexed, America’s 
June brides and veteran housewives are finding out 
on their shopping tours today that though they 
¢an still bring home the bacon, there’s an increas- 
ing number of once-familiar items which they can’t. 

The iceboxes and cupboards of miilions of Smiths 
and Joneses, like their own grocers’ shelves, are 
showing the natural effects of war and a shipping 
shortage which have cut off supplies from over-

needs have further reduced supplies, and a farm 
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labor shortage has left many farmers helpless t 
bring in any but limited harvests.

Grocers have won from the OPA 
the highest praise for their cooperation with the 
price program, but retailers are powerless to check 
rising costs of labor and products when Uncle Sam 
declines to do so. 


HALF A LOAF 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT is reported to have 
told congressional leaders the United States faces 
one of the most disastrous economic upsets in its 
history unless ironclad controls are placed upon 
wage and price increases “inimical to the public 
interest.” Price control has worked— but 
on those items to which price controls were applied. 
Large areas left outside price control have pyro- 
ceeded to totally nullify the entire program, and 
its primary goal of blocking runaway price ad- 
vances which herald the onset of inflation. Never- 
theless, organized labor groups in war industries 
persist in demanding wage increases, adding new 
fuel to a threatening inflationary bonfire. Complete 
control over all prices and wages will prove the

Income from this source for the 
first six months of the current 
ealendar year amunted to $28,- 
695,069.93. For the same period of 
1941 the revenue from the gaso- 
line tax totalled $30,225,956.97, or 
a loss of 5.06 per cent for the first 
half of 1942.
